b. Considered a proposed letter to the Secretary of Defense concerning 
an exclusive arrangement for using CIA and Defense members of the Civil Service 
Loyalty Board Panel for handling each other's cases. He indicated that he did 
not approve of an arrangement of this sort which might be interpreted as a 
"side deal". As a matter of principle, the Acting Director agreed that an 
arrangement which would broaden the base for handling CIA cases would oe ac- 
ceptable, but he would oppose any arrangement which had the effect of re- 
stricting that base. It was agreed that in any event no special arrangement, 
of this character should be put into writing. The proposed letter was there- 
fore withdrawn and Colonel White undertook to assure that there would be suf- 
ficient high level members of the Panel from other departments for the ade- 
quate and secure consideration of CIA cases.
